When Lisa Bradbrook saw the rottweiler pinning the 
lifeless two year old with a heavy paw on his neck, by 
her own admission, she wasn’t thinking too clearly. She 
describes her reaction on Monday afternoon, close to 
5:00 p.m.: “I thought, ‘Oh my God! Is this really hap¬ 
pening’?” she recalls. It was, and her swift and coura¬ 
geous action saved the boy’s life. 

Lisa, who grew up on San Gabriel Court before re¬ 
cently moving to Monrovia, was at her parents’ house 
when she heard the screams. ‘The kid across the street 
is always screaming, so I didn’t think anything of it,” she 
says. One other neighbor said something to her about a 
dog and a Baby, but what exactly she was saying was 
unclear. When she found a six year old neighbor scream¬ 
ing, ‘‘It’s killing my brother,” however, the words were 
all too chillingly clear. 

The boy led Lisa to the scene, where his brother (The 
boys’ names are withheld due to their age) lay in a pool 
of blood, with severe lacerations to the head. She then 
approached the dog and yelled a phrase she hoped he 
might know - “Bad dog!” At that point, the dog backed 
off, and the unconscious baby began to breathe again, 
with his airway restored. 

Lisa’s 11 year old son had followed her out, and af¬ 
ter directing him to go call 911, Lisa remained with the 
baby, whose eyes opened shortly before emergency 
personnel arrived, in the form of officer Wayne Shetler, 
Sergeant Steve Abemethy, and the Sierra Madre Fire 
Department’s Rescue 42 unit, which transported the 
child to Arcadia Methodist Hospital. 

“It was a very smart dog to have dragged the child to 
where the parents couldn’t see what was happening,” 
said Bradbrook. The dog had escaped its back yard in 
his owner’s absence, and been walked home and put 
back in the yard by the six year old. When it escaped a 
second time, the boy’s brother tagged along to walk the 
dog back, a nearly fatal mistake. The dog grabbed the 
two year old by the head, »nd dragged him to an alley 
between two houses, to a s^ invisible from the street. 

“I don’t know if the dog’s manner was playful or vi¬ 
cious,” said Shetler. ‘The dog did grA the boy by the 
head and throw him up in the air, but he could have been 
playing and gotten carried away. Once they get the taste 
of blood, though, there’s no telling. She (Bradbrook) 
saved that baby.” 

The dog was taken by the humane society, as was a 
female rottweiler not involved in the attack, because of 
the possibility of escape. The male will not be returning 
to San Gabriel Court, as its owner, a .^0 year old anii^ia' 
lover who also owns cats and a birt, will be attempting 
to find another home for him. The female will retur; 
home following a thorough repair of the fence, whio' 
has been repaired numerous times. The owner was aw y 
for the week on vacation, and unavailable for comm .nt 
Tuesday. 

The good news Tuesday was that it had been deter¬ 
mined that the boy would not suffer permanent injury 
as a result of the attack. Despite bite wounds to the shoul¬ 
der and from the eyebrow to the back of the head, doc¬ 
tors say that if there is any scarring at all, it will be in 
areas of the head covered by hair. 

Shetler points out that the incident serves as a remind¬ 
er to keep dogs on leasher or securely locked in an en¬ 
closed yard, and also not to get too familiar with a strange 
dog, especially children, even if it seems friendly. 

As for Lisa Bradbrook, her heroic action was easy to 
explain. Said Lisa! “I hope that if my kid were ever in a 
situation like that, someone would help.”

Dear Editor: 

This is an open letter to John Davidson and Members 
of the Sierra Madre City Council. 

My husband and I have lived in the hills of Sierra 
Madre for forty years; never have we been so outraged, 
sickened, and heartbroken as we now are over the cruel 
and torturous impalement of our canyon deer on the 
spiked fence surrounding the property of local chiroprac¬ 
tor Helen Huber. 

The children of Sierra Madre do not have to go to the 
zoo to see deer. The deer are our soft-eyed neighbors 
coming off mountain trails, and, as in our cherished 
personal experiences, twin Bambi-like fawns bom in the 
ferns of the estate bordering our property. The children 
of the owners called us to quietly “come and see” and I 
lent them a book long on my library shelf: The Gift of 
the Deer, reminding them of the incredible gift we have 
in living in this wildlife — sensitive community. 

Now I grieve over the possibility of one of those lit¬ 
tle fawns being the one so hideously ripped apart and 
killed by the razor-sharp edges of the spikes at the base 
of the Huber fence. 

Historic deer trails and runs thread through our hills. 
One of these has been suitable recognized and marked 
by a deer-crossing sign at the comer of Grandview Av¬ 
enue and Stonehouse Road. As a community, we need 
to insist that similar signs be placed at our historic trails 
to emphasize the deer have the right of way! 

The Huber fence has become an implement of cmel 
mutilation, torture, and death for as many as four deer 
since March of this year. This is unconscionable. As 
part of a community who will not tolerate cruelty, I add 
my voice to those of people who care and ask for im¬ 
mediate action to remove this hazard.

During the 
dedication 
ceremony, the 
president of 
the Medal of 
Honor Soci¬ 
ety, Paul 
Bucha, told a 
crowd of thou¬ 
sands that the 
American flag 

was much more than a mere piece of 
cloth. Our flag is the hope of the world 
and the solemn cover that drapes the 
caskets of the nation’s fallen heroes. 

I find it ironic that for 10 consecutive 
Flag Days the American people have 
Joined together to celebrate the lessons 
of “Old Glory” while simultaneously 
toiling to return to us the right to protect 
the American flag from physical dese¬ 
cration. That protection was stolen from 
us by a 1989 Supreme Court decision. 

The American people. Congress and 
the President quickly reacted to that de¬ 
cision and passed a law - a simple stat¬ 
ute - to protect the American flag. The 
Supreme Court overturned that law. In 
doing so, the court told Americans a 
simple statute would not work and the 
only way to return protection to the 
American flag was through a constitu¬ 
tional amendment. 

Today, a decade later, we are still 
fighting to regain the people’s right to 


protect the American flag. Polling over 
the decade has remained constant: near¬ 
ly 80% of Americans favor an amend¬ 
ment. Forty-nine state legislatures have 
passed resolutions petitioning Congress 
to pass the amendment and send it to the 
states for ratification. 

Why then are we still fighting for this 
right? Why has the House twice over¬ 
whelmingly passed the amendment only 
to have it defeated by a few votes in the 
U.S. Senate? Why do some Senators 
continue to propose a statute when they 
know it won’t work? 

The answer seems simple to me: We 
the People are not holding our elected 
officials account¬ 
able for their ac¬ 
tions. We believe 
we elect our law¬ 
makers to repre¬ 
sent the majority 
of their constitu¬ 
ents, but they 
don’t. That’s the 
real tragedy. 

Look around 
you this Flag Day. 
Drink in the beau¬ 
ty of “Old Glory” 
waving proudly. 
Remember the 
grade school les¬ 
sons reinforced 
by the number of 
stars and stripes. 
Remember the 
story of Francis 
Scott Key and the 
writing of “The 
Star-Spangled 
Banner.” Recall 
the scene of “Old Glory” being raised on 
Mount Surabachi. And take pride in the 
lump in your throat that comes with the 
realization that our American flag is 
much more than a symbol or a piece of 
cloth. 

On Flag Day, let’s honor “Old Glo¬ 
ry” as never before. Then call our sen¬ 
ators and urge them to do the right thing 
and vote for a constitutional amendment 
to return to us the right to protect our 
flag. I don’t believe that’s too much to 
ask of every citizen.

Sandwiched in between 
Memorial Day and the 4th 
of July, Rag Day (June 14) 
doesn’t really get its due as 
a patriotic holiday in its 
own right. The June 14th 
date marks the anniversa¬ 
ry of the day in 1777 when 
the Continental Congress 
adopted the Stars and 
Stripes as the official flag 
of the United States. Of 
course, back in 1777, there 
were only 13 stars, and 
back then, there was no 
official arrangement of 
those stars. Alternate rows 
of three and two was the 
most popular, but other 
flags showed the stars in a 
circle. 

More flag stuff: Flag 
Day is not an official na¬ 
tional holiday, but an ob¬ 
servance is proclaimed 
annually by the President. 

In Pennsylvania, Rag Day 
is a legal holiday. Rag Day 
was first officially ob¬ 
served in 1877, on the 
100th anniversary of the 
selection of the flag. Will¬ 
iam Kerr of Pittsburgh and 
Bernard Cigrand of 
Waubeka, Wisconsin, 
pushed to get Flag Day 
recognized as a national 
legal holiday. Woodrow 
Wilson established Flag 
Day as an annual event for 
celebration in 1916, and in 
1949, Harry S Truman 
signed the National Flag 
Day Bill. 

More flag stuff: Do you 
know what it means when 
you see an upside down 
flag displayed? No, it 
doesn’t mean your neigh¬ 
bors are communists. The 
accepted meaning for this 
unusual display is that it is 
a signal of serious emer¬ 
gency. When hung over 
the street, by the way, the 
flag’s canton (that’s the 
blue comer in the top left 
during standard display) 
should be to the east if 
hung over a north-south 
street, and to the north on 
an east-west street. Last 
display note: When the 
flag is displayed at half- 
mast in mourning, it 
should be raised to the 
peak before being lowered 
to half-mast, and when 
taken down from half- 
mast, it should first be 
again raised to its peak. 

Last flag stuff: How 
much do you know about 
The Star Spangled Ban¬ 
ner? Yes, Francis Scott 
Key wrote it, but do you 
know the circumstances 
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and its original title? It was 
during the War of 1812. 
Key was on a ship watch¬ 
ing as the British assaulted 
Fort McHenry with heavy 
artillery. The battle went 
on into the night, and when 
Key awoke the next day 
(Don’t ask me how he 
could sleep) he went onto 
the deck wondering if the 
American forces had held; 
when he saw the Stars and 
Stripes flying over the fort, 
he knew they had. The ti¬ 
tle of Key’s poem was 
“Defense of Fort McHen¬ 
ry,” and we actually only 
sing a small portion of it, 
which we call The Star 
Spangled Banner. 

Memorial Park will be 
hopping over 4th of July 
Weekend, but you don’t 
have to wait that long to 
enjoy it. On Sunday, June 
13th, Sierra Madre Con¬ 
gregational Church will be

Fly The 
Flag Of 
Freedom 


On June 14,1777, the Continental Con¬ 
gress "Resolved: that the flag of the Unit¬ 
ed States be made of thirteen stripes, al¬ 
ternating red and white, that the union be 
thirteen stars, on a blue field, representing 
a new constellation." 

The thirteen-star flag was made obso¬ 
lete when Vermont joined the Union in 
1791 and Kentucky in 1792. 

A revision was made thot odded two 
stars and two stripes but in this Second Flag 
act, no provision was made for other states 
that were sure to be formed and be admit¬ 
ted to the Union. 

Many and varied were the flags that 
were flown during the following forty years. 
It was 1818 before the new Flag Act per¬ 
manently set the requirements of the thir¬ 
teen stripes and a new star for each state.

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The production of 
“Guys and Dolls” now at 
the La Mirada Theatre for 
the Performing Arts (a bit 
off my usual track but ac¬ 
cessible) is not only enter¬ 
taining but a reminder of 
what musical comedy was 
supposed to be not long 
ago: lots of memorable 
songs, some clever danc¬ 
ing, a bevy of laughs and a 
reasonably original plot. 

There was no angst, no 
particular social signifi¬ 
cance, and many pretty 
girls. It was helpful to have 
a popular composer write 
the music, a wordsmith 
write the lyrics and a wit 
write the book. 

Frank Loesser wrote 
both music and lyrics for 
“Guys and Dolls” and 
comic Abe Burroughs was 
mainly responsible for the 
book (as they were for 
“How to Succeed in Busi¬ 
ness...” and several other 
musicals). “Guys and 
Dolls” is an epitome of the 
type: not a weak song in 
the show, and a wide vari¬ 
ety, from sentimental to 
raucous. 

Then along came the 
music dramas, of which 
“Showboat” back in the 
20s was a forerunner, with 
a literary plot pushed into 
the old format, still with 
songs anybody could sing. 
And in the 40s two fellows 
named Richard Rodgers 

w dlBti ’^OkTal^oma” and 
started a whole new art 
form which they polished 
with great success. 

But where are the writ¬ 
ers of such musicals now? 
Stephen Sondheim writes 
wonderful lyrics but can 
anybody hum anything 
from “Sunday in the Park 
with George” or “Into the 
Woods”? They may have 
other, more sophisticated, 
virtues but the infectious 
music has disappeared. 
Andrew Lloyd Webber 
demonstrated a commend¬ 
able versatility in “Joseph 
and the Amazing Techni¬ 
color Dream Coat” but has 
recently settled for two or 
three melodies and a lot of 
lush orchestration, and his 
lyrics do not stand close 
examination. (“Evita” is 
an exception, but that was 
Tim Rice)

vival of “South Pacific” 
and “Sound of Music” and 
“The King and I”. They are 
almost amateur-proof clas¬ 
sics but the familiar songs 
have lost their original 
punch. 

We have a new group 
now of civic-minded citi¬ 
zens who have decided to 
bring musicals to the Pas¬ 
adena Civic Auditorium. 
After the fiasco of the Cal- 
ifornia Music Theater, 
which left its subscribers 
high and dry when it can¬ 
celed out, the Pasadena 
Civic hopes to reclaim its 
audience by bringing in 
touring productions to its 
big stage.

Almost 3.5 million pounds of food was donated by 
the public and collected by letter carriers in Southern 
California making this year’s national letter carrier food 
drive the most successful.
